MOONEY RED’ 
ANSWER OUT 

Statements St r i c k e n 
From Records by 
Prosecution 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 19. (JPt 
Assertions of Thomas J. Mooney 
yesterday that he believed in “so¬ 
cial revolution” and his views on 
the objects of the works of the 
world, were stricken from the rec¬ 
ord of his habeas corpus hear¬ 
ing before Referee A. E. Shaw 
today on the motion of Assis¬ 
tant Attorney General William 
Cleary. 

The motion of the state came 
as a surprise at the opening of 
the second day of the interna¬ 
tionally known prisoner’s hear¬ 
ing. Yesterday Cleary obtained 
admission from Mooney that he 
belonged to a minority faction of 
the International Moulders’ un¬ 
ion, which believed the formation 
of an industrial union was the 
quickest method of getting "work¬ 
ers freed from exploitation at all 
times." 

Mr. Cleary, at the opening of 
the day’s proceedings, declared he 
believed "after considera ble 
thought” that the questions asked 
on direct examination “had not 
opened the door for cross exami¬ 
nation as far as I had thought.” 

“I desire to keep the record of 
this hearing as free from error as 
possible and want to eliminate all 
controversy and prejudice,” he 
said. ”1 therefore move that all the 
questions asked on cross examina¬ 
tion yesterday and the answers 
given, be stricken from the rec¬ 
ord.” The motion was granted. 

The reversal of the state’s tac¬ 
tics in cross examination was fol¬ 
lowed by questions concerning 
Mooney’s arrest at Guerneville, j 
where he was vacationing five 
days after the Preparedness Day 
bombing in San Francisco in 1916. 

Through answers to questions he 
told of being accused by Capt. 
James F. Brennan of being impli¬ 
cated in the bombing and of the 
police grilling in San Francisco. 

It was stipulated that the record 
of Mooney's original trial disclosed : 
no witness, except John McDonald J 
and Frank Oxman, had testified 
that Mooney was seen at the scene 
of the explosion.

Charged with criminal syndical¬ 
ism Charles McLauchlan, 27, of 
1131 West Highland street, Santa 
Ana, an admitted Communist, was 
arrested here late yesterday by 
I police. 

Arraigned before Justice of ths 
Peace K. E. Morrison this morning, 
McLauchlan was placed under 
$5000 bail. Unable to make bail, 
he was returned to the county jail 
to await his preliminary hearing at 
9 a. m. next Monday. 

Found Selling Papers 

McLauchlin, who has frequently 
stated at public gatherings that he 
is a communist, was arrested by 
j Officer Ralph Pantuso, who found 
McLauchland allegedly selling cop- 
j ies of ”E1 Machete,' 'an assertedly 
l communistic paper printed in 
Spanish, in front of 917 Logan 
street. 

In the first count of the com¬ 
plaint filed against McLauchlan 
by the district attorney’s office, il 
| is alleged that he, by "spoken and 
written word and personal conduct, 
did advocate and teach criminal 
syndicalism and the duty and pro¬ 
priety of committing crime, sabot¬ 
age, violence and unlawful meth¬ 
ods of terrorism as a means of ac- 
! complishing a change in industrial 
! ownership and control, and of ef¬ 
fecting a political change." 

Arrested Once Before 

In the second count of the com¬ 
plaint, McLauchlan is charged with 
circulating books and other printed 
matter containing advice and 
teachings concerning criminal syn¬ 
dicalism, and also advocating 
criminal syndicalism. 

At the time of McLauchlan’s ar¬ 
rest, he assertedly had in his pos¬ 
session literature which officers 
charge is proof of his communistic 
leanings. 

Chief of Police Floyd Howard 
said today that McLauehlan’s ar¬ 
rest followed weeks of investiga¬ 
tion. He said that during the six 
years McLauchlan has been a res- 
j ident of Orange county he has 
continuouslj’ agitated unrest 
among the workers. 

McLauchlan. a member of the 
Worker's club, was arrested a year 
ago in Placentia f or distributing

Right now most everybody in 
Orange county is thinking 
water. Way back into the early 
history of Orange county -— or 
rather the territory then known 
only to the padres and the Mexi¬ 
cans — irrigation was practiced. 
Soon afterward the white man 
found he could use water from 
the Santa Ana. Then began the 
great drama which has extend¬ 
ed to the present. The Journal 
in a series of articles, will pic¬ 
ture the early day struggles, the 
successes and failures. that 
marked man's effort to make 
the desert bloom Editor.

Fundamental water rights on 
the south side of the Santa Ana 


river were established by the 
Spaniards. The same pioneer work 
was done on the north side of the 
stream by Germans. It probably 
was only a coincidence that in 
Orange county these two races oc¬ 
cupied the same relative position 
that the two nations occupy in 
Europe, the Spanish on the south 
and the Germans on the north. 

When the Yorbas and Peraltas 
carved their first crude ditches in 
the soil on the south side of the 
river a century ago, they could not 
possibly know that they were cre¬ 
ating a basic title which was to 
make possible the later develop¬ 
ment of a great water company, 
the Santa Ana Valley Irrigation 
company. 

And when, shortly after 1857, a 


company of Germans- from San 
Francisco dug a ditch tapping the 
river on the northern side to irri¬ 
gate their newly planted vine¬ 
yards, they probably had no ink¬ 
ling that their work would be fol¬ 
lowed by the growth of the other 
big concern, the Anaheim Union 
Water company. 

Both the Spaniards and the Ger¬ 
mans undoubtedly were much 
more interested in their im~ -r-te 
battles with a virgin soil in a pio¬ 
neer country. The loss of water 
by seepage in the open dirt ditches 
was disheartening. At times only 
one-fourth of the water taken from 
the river actually reached the 
farms miles away.

CHIEFS WIELD GREAT LOCAL POWER; PRIESTS ARE INFLUENTIAL

The Ethiopian empire is an old- 
fashioned absolute monarchy, 
whose provincial chieftains—called 
“Dejasmatches” or generals, color¬ 
ful in their headdress of lions' 
manes—wield great local power. 

A road has to be built. A mem¬ 
ber of the royal family picks up 
a stone. Courtiers follow his ex¬ 
ample. The local chieftains fall 
in line. Soon thousands of Ethio¬ 
pian males are transporting 
stones, removing boulders, and 
the road begins to take shape. 

The land over which Haile Se¬ 
lassie reigns as King of Kings 
comprises some 3,500,000 Abys- 
sinians and 6,000,000 Gallas. The 
rest of the population, variously 
estimated at around 12,000,000, are 
Danakils and Somals, tribes Mene- 
lik II conquered and subdued. 

‘Lest Worse Befall. . . . ’ 

The religion of the black empire 
is Coptic Christian. It is said 
when Menelik conquered the 
Gallas, the inhabitants had to be¬ 
come Christians "lest worse befall 
them." The process was swift— 
immersion in the nearest stream 
and circumcision. The Gallas are 
a pastoral people. 

The Ethiopians are not mission¬ 
aries, however, and do not wel¬ 
come the emissaries of other sects. 
Moslems, Jews and others practice 
their religion without molestation. 

Ethiopia’s New Year's day falls 
on September 11. 

Many Races 

Abyssinia, comprising one-third 
of Ethiopia's territory, comes from 
the ancient "Habesh," meaning a 
"mixture,” because so many races 
have joined to form the popula¬ 
tion. 

The races of the country repre¬ 
sent a multiplicity of languages 
and dialects. Old Ethiopian manu¬ 
scripts are full of traditional tales 
and folk lore which have not 
reached the civilized world be¬ 
cause of the total lack of printing 
presses. Much of Ethiopian liter¬ 
ature, jealously guarded by the 
priesthood, is based on ancient 
miracles that befell the country's 
saints. One is the "Kebra Na- 
gast,” another "The Miracles of 
the Virgin." 

Marriage and divorce laws are 
said to be lax. The priesthood 
forms a powerful group which 
helps administer the laws. There 
are no lawyers, and the Mosaic 
code of "an eye for an eye” under¬ 
lies judicial decisions.

Along about the time that 
America was fighting for her 
freedom in 1776. a mission was 
established in San Juan Capi¬ 
strano. In that mission was what 
might be termed Orange county's 
first school. 

In those days, little attention 
was paid to readin’, writin' and 
'rithmetic. The chief object of the 
school was to bring a certain 
amount of Christian education to 
the Indians living in this part of 
Southern California. The teachers 
were the padres who were in 
charge of the mission. Later, 
Spaniards who settled near the 
old mission sent their children to 
the padres for the meager instruc¬ 
tion that they had to offer. 

Many of the wealthy land own¬ 
ers, and some of the more edu¬ 
cated leaders in Southern Califor¬ 
nia. could not read or write a 
word. Even in the early 1860's, 
there were many of the old 
ranchers who still signed their 
names with an "X." 

Yorba Hires Tutor 

About 1850, Don Bernardo 
Yorba, then one of the wealthiest 
and most respected land owners 
in Southern California, and him¬ 
self educated by the padres in the 
old mission, sent to Los Angeles 
for a tutor. The tutor was Thomas 
Scully, an Irishman, who later 
married one of Don Bernardo’s 
daughters He was probably the 
first real teacher in Orange 
county, outside of the mission, 
and handled the job of teaching 
the children on the vast Yorba 
rancho, located in Santa Ana 
ranyon. Later, Mr Scully became 
a cattleman, and at present there 
is a spot in Santa Ana canyon 
known as Scully’s Point. 


As the years progressed, and 
Orange county became more 
thickly populated, school houses 
sprang up in several of the com¬ 
munities. The first was in Ana¬ 
heim about 1860.

Convention Will Ask

Two Killed Instantly as 
New Model Ship Falls 
at L. A. Airport 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 19. 
Aviation officials today placed 
blame indirectly on hazardous 
high-tension power lines skirting 
the Los Angeles municipal airport 
for the crash of a secretly-built 
war plane and the death of its 
two-man test crew. 

The powerful all-metal ship, 
built behind closed doors and de¬ 
signed as a combination bomber- 
attack craft, plummeted to de¬ 
struction late yesterday, killing 
Thomas C. Van Stone and Dugald 
Blue. 

Mr. Van Stone, 32-year-old aero¬ 
nautical engineer, was at the con¬ 
trols of the plane, and Mr. Blue, 
27, was in the co-pilot’s seat. They 
were instantly killed. 

Don Smith, president of the Air¬ 
plane Development corporation, 
which built the plane for possible 
acceptance by the United States 
army, said electric wires at the 
airport were indirectly responsi¬ 
ble for the crash. 

The ship’s motor developed dif¬ 
ficulties on its take-off due to 
an airlock in the gasoline line, 
and began to "conk out,” Mr. 
Smith said. The pilot faced the 
alternative of flying to a landing 
through the power lines, or turn¬ 
ing back to set down on the air 
field.

California Valencia orange grow¬ 
ers would have had about $2,500,- 
000 more to spend this year if an 
adequate surplus control program 
had been in effect, it was esti¬ 
mated today by Dr. D. D. Way- 
nick, chairman of the farm bureau 
citrus department. 

Dr. Waynick, who was on a 
committee to develop a surplus 
control plan early in the season, 
has just been made chairman of 
a new committee to develop and 
recommend more standardized 
pooling systems to meet the mar¬ 
keting situation under the indus¬ 
try-wide proration system. The 
committee also will work on the 
problem of granulation of fruit, 
with a view to maintaining the 
highest possible quality of ship¬ 
ments. 

Dr. Waynick's $2,500,000 esti¬ 
mate was' based on the thought 
of a surplus control system which 
would remove 10 per cent of the 
fruit from the market. Economic 
studies have shown that as the 
supply of a farm commodity is 
curtailed, the price goes up. 

Other* on Committee 

The $2,500,000 increase in re¬ 
turns would have meant the dif¬ 
ference between profit and loss to 
many growers, he said. 

Other members of the new com- 
mitee announced by C. C. Teague, 
president of the California Fruit 
Growers exchange, are Frank 
Collins, Orange; J. A. Prizer, Ful¬ 
lerton; C. P. Blatz, Puente; H C.

‘‘We must maintain absolute 
equity among growers under con¬ 
ditions of surplus or differences in

keeping unfit fruit off the fresh 
fruit market entirely," said Mr. 
Teague. 

The committee probably will 
hold its first meeting next 
Wednesday in Los Angeles, said 
Mr. Waynick. 

To Study Pooling 

He explained that under the 
California -Arizona marketing 
agreement many associations have 
not adapted their picking and pool¬ 
ing program to operation under 
the agreement. Because of the 
| surplus This year, and the granu- 
j lation situation, serious problems 
have developed, he said. The com¬ 
mittee intends to study all methods 
of pooling and work out a pro¬ 
gram which would assure equity 
to all growers, said Mr. Waynick. 

Operation under a controlled 
market is comparatively new, he 
said, and some individual growers 
have had difficulty in fitting them¬ 
selves to the program. However, 
looking at the matter from a long 
range viewpoint, TTle future looks 
very favorable, said Dr. Waynick. 

A surplus control program was 
worked out early this season by 
the committee of which Dr. Way¬ 
nick was a member. It was sub¬ 
mitted to the industry for ap¬ 
proval, but never was put into op¬ 
eration.

Saucido had been jointly ac¬ 
cused with Frank Rosa of kidnap¬ 
ing Mrs. Mickey Dean, 31, Santa 
Ana, from in front of a Westmin¬ 
ster cafe and taking her to a beet 
field where she was criminally at¬ 
tacked. Rosa was acquitted on 
the kidnap count but found guilty 
of the statutory charge. 

Both men will appear before 
Judge H. G. Ames at 11 a. m. to¬ 
morrow for pronouncement of 
judgment. Mr. Meyer said he in¬ 
tends to apply for probation for 
Rosa and will file notice of ap¬ 
peal from the verdict in Saucido’s 
case.

The Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict? The $12,694,000 flood con¬ 
trol and water conservation pro¬ 
gram as suggested by the board 
o? supervisors? What is the solu¬ 
tion to Orange county's water 
problem? 

With Orange county as one of 
the most highly developed areas in 
the state, constantly receding 
water levels here offer a serious 
problem. In an effort to present 
all sides of the picture, The Jour¬ 
nal today asked Col. S. H. Finley, 
Santa Ana banker, former super¬ 
visor and, at present, a dirertor 
of the Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict. for information regarding 
the huge project that is under con¬ 
struction and will bring 1,000,000 
acre-feet of water annually to 
Southern California from the 
Colorado river 

Colonel Finley, who has lived in 
Santa Ana for more than 50 
years, said “no matter what we do 
there is not enough water in this 
district to keep pace with the 
present scale of development. The 
underground water basin has been 
lowered at the rate of 2 % feet 
annually for the pa3t 50 years. 

‘Must Come from Outside’ 

"Since the above is a fact that 
is known to everyone, it is my 
opinion that the supply to be so- 
| cured from any local source will 
be insufficient for development of 
J the county, the only relief being 
to secure water, eventually, from 
some outside source." 

Whether or not water could be 
obtained cheaper through mem¬ 
bership in the Metropolitan Water 
District was a question unan- 
i swered by Colonel Finley. He said 
| directors of the organization have 
maintained the policy of not stat- 
j ing in advance just what the 
j price of water will be. 

The 13 cities, organizing the 
district and voting the bonds nec¬ 
essary to carry out its project, 

| did so without anyone promising 
j them what the cost would be. The 
j district is a mutual non-profit 
municipal organization and conse¬ 
quently ail benefits and burdens 
must apply equally to each city 
or water district in proportion to 
its assessed valuation. 

No other plan would be just, 
either to the present members or 
| to those which may join later. 

He declared that the district 
| will give all member cities and dis¬ 
tricts all benefits possible. There 
j will be no guarantees other than 
that there will be an adequate 
j supply of water for domestic and 
| irrigation purposes available at all 
| times at the lowest possible cost. 

Three Cities Members 

In order to assure this adequate 
supply, he said, it will be the pol¬ 


icy of the district to discontinue 
admission of territory whenever 
the area served reaches the point 
where the possibility of perpetual 
supply is menaced. 

Santa Ana, Anaheim and Fuller¬ 
ton already are members of the 
district. The balance of the 
county could join as individual 
cities and organized water dis¬ 
tricts. This would have to be done 
through a vote of the people. With 
the cities joining as municipalities 
the unincorporated territory could 
obtain membership through the 
Orange County Water District, he 
explained. 

The Metropolitan Water District 
will wholesale the water to mem¬ 
ber groups delivering it to a desig¬ 
nated location for distribution by 
the purchaser. The wholesale 
price will be sufficient to cover 
operating expenses and interest 
eliminating a majority of the tax 
now being levied. 

Gives Tax Data 

Construction costs for the proj¬ 
ect, he said, are paid out of the 
sale of bonds voted when the dis¬ 
trict was first formed. The money 
is obtained from the Reconstruc¬ 
tion Finance Corporation at 4 per 
cent and delivered as needed, sav¬ 
ing interest on unused Money. For 
15 years nothing will be repaid ex¬ 
cept the interest on the 50-year 
bonds. After that period pay¬ 
ments on the principal will be 
made at the rate of one-thirty- 
fifth of the total annually. 

Cities or districts joining the 
Metropolitan Water District as¬ 
sume their proportionate share on 
the basis of assessed valuation, 
which is advantageous to the own¬ 
ers of farm land of relatively small 
valuation when compared to the 
high assessed values on city prop¬ 
erty in metropolitan areas, he said. 

Taxes for the first year were 
levied at the rate of 3 cents. The 
second year taxes for the district 
were based on 4 cents, last year it 
was 10 cents and the tax this year 
will be 20 cents. This is accounted 
i for by the fact that each year 
more money is advanced for con¬ 
struction work. It is estimated 
that the district will be able to 
start delivering water late in 1938. 

"Bonds issued of course have 
to be repaid. The less the water 
rate, with the consequent reduc¬ 
tion in revenue, the greater will 
be the tax rate for redemption of 
bonds,” said Colonel Finley. 

"Santa A n a’s proportionate 
share of the construction cost will 
approximate $2,000,000. This is 
no small burden; but it is worth 
it since it assures us of all the 
additional water we will need for 
the future, and obviates tVie neces¬ 
sity for other bond issues.”

SCHOOL BUILDINGS UNSAFE 

TVTUCH has been said about civic pride and the fact that 
we should vote the school bonds now while we have 
an opportunity to be a beneficiary of government funds. 
Both are important, and either factor should be sufficient 
reason to enlist support. But the greatest of all reasons 
Why the bonds should carry has been soft-pedaled because 
we have been reluctant to tell the world about it. Here 
it is: 

The buildings damaged by earthquake which did not 
fall down or were not pulled down, and are still being 
used, are not safe. 

This is not fancy; it is not a bludgeon to beat voters 
into line. It is the statement of inspectors of the state 
department of architecture who made an exhaustive 
report after their examination following the earthquake 
of 1933. Inspectors said two buildings now being used— 
the combination building housing the academic classes 
and the west building, housing commercial, home 
economics and art classes—probably would be safe under 
ordinary conditions, but that neither is considered safe 
with respect to horizontal forces such as might develop— 
and did in 1933—in the case of a horizontal quake. 

We do not like to think of these things. We do not 
like to cause uneasiness on the part of parents. But it 
is better now to face conditions than to be sorry after¬ 
ward and ask each other: “Why were we not told those 
buildings were unsafe?” 

One may ask: Cannot repairs be made to insure 
proper reinforcement? The board of education labored 
long over this very thing. Its members found, after their 
studies, that the cost of repairs would be virtually 60 to 70 
per cent of what new buildings would amount to, and 
when all was done we still would have old buildings and 
the poor construction that went into them when they 
were built. 

One source of opposition to the bonds recently 
inferred that the board’s anxiety over new buildings was 
prompted by the Lees the architect would collect in the 
event the building program goes through. While few 
take this seriously, there are always some ready to point 
the finger of suspicion toward public men. At best this 
is a cowardly thing to do in this case. The world admires 
a fighter, but it will not tolerate a sniper.

WHO KILLED HUEY LONG? 

D ID YOU have a part in the assassination of Huey 
Long? As one human unit in that great body known 
as public opinion, did you help focus thoughts which, last 
week, resulted in the pistoling of the Louisiana dictator? 

Maybe not, and yet there is in this country one school 
of psychiatric thought which holds that such an act as 
Dr. Weiss committed rises from some force far deeper 
and more significant than mere personal and individual 
unbalance. A New York news dispatch puts it this way: 

“It was already a completed idea in many minds. It 
was not due to insanity of an individual, but to a network 
of emotional currents in society.” 

This analysis is made by J. L. Moreno, M.D., a psy¬ 
chiatrist internationally known in his field for success in 
“sociometry,” a new method of mapping and tracing the 
effects of networks of emotions in communities. 

“Certain crimes, as political crimes,” he said, “are not 
individual acts. The individuals implicated in them are 
negligible compared with the emotional currents under¬ 
lying which provoke them to act. Crimes like these are 
also neither accidental nor impulsive. They travel through 
the minds of many long before they are acted out by one 
who is caught by such a current. The crime is committed 
many a time in fantasy and in many forms long before it 
takes the shape of real action.” 

If this theory is sound, we must revise our ideas on 
public opinion and credit it with even greater powers 
than had commonly been attributed to it.

OWN OR RENT? 

U NDER the title: “The Folly of Homeowning,” a mag¬ 
azine writer tries to prove that anyone who owns a 
home is plain foolish. It’s a money-wasting proposition, 
he says. 

There’s an eternal argument whether it’s cheaper to 
own or to rent. But a little thought will show that there 
can’t be a great deal of difference. If it were cheaper to 
rent, everyone would rent; if it were cheaper to own, 
nobody would rent. Conditions tend to equalize the costs 
of the two systems. 

Take a $5,000 home. It costs $300 a year to carry 
it, at 6 per cent. Taxes are about $100; repairs about
